lo be seized/' 
The prohibition law must be enforced, but in t h i ^ particular case tho 


officers allowed their entliu-iuMii lu overcome (heir discretion. 
We do not 


know lm\v many other ca-cs nf the kind have oct'iirred, but if thu 
Moriarfy case results in a stricter observance of the fourth 
amendment 


in getting out warrants, as Mayor Donovan suggcsfs. then jnuch good 
will result. 


Most people will agree wiih His Honor when he says that when 


the head of the liquor squad signs a search warrant, he assumes full 
responsibility for tlie results. 
Mo is also above criticism in saying that: 


"It is not a question of a rigid or lax enforcement, but a question of 
law enforcement 
within legal and constitutional limits thai L want.
